The following assumed places of the stars of comparison are derived from the 
Edinburgh Observations .*— 
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The position of Hebe, April i, rests on a transit of the planet over a fixed 
star, the light of the latter eclipsing that of the planet so completely, that their 
places may be considered very nearly as identical.
